fpace of halfean houres many couragious fellowes 
were unwilling tocome out,and fought moft defpee 
rately throughthe Palifadoes, foasthey were {cors 
chedand burnt withthevery fame, and were depri- 
ved of their armes, in regard the fire burnt their very 
bowftrings, and fo perifhed valiantly : mercy they 
did deferve fortheir valour, could we have had ‘op. 
portunitie to. have beftowed it ; many were burnt in 
the: Fort, both men,women,and children, others for- 
ced out, andcamein troopesto the Indians, twentie,
